Vive rows of about 10 twin-engine aircraft, each with double 
rudder assembly, were parked in front of the hengars of ‘the 
WeUIPSUCHEN (NW 55/V 06) airfield. There “as no flying. 
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The occupation of the "ERiIMUCHR airfield has anparently 
not changed since July and .upust 1949. Tero bomber regi- 
ments are still assumed to be stationed there, There were 
no indications of an effected or intended transfer of air- 
eraft from the “ERUEUCHLEN airfield whereas all other air~- 
fields in the area northeast of BERLIN have been apparently 
evacuated by bomber units.
